Phillip Braden was born 
and raised on the east side 
of Detroit. His parents 
tragically passed away 
when he was only 3 years 
old leaving his grand- 
mother and aunt to raise 
him from that early age.

Phillips 
grandmother and aunt 
taught him many truths, 
one being “Don’t worry 
about what you are going 
to get.

Where does the 
most snow fall 
each winter? 


Sledding is a

If you haven’t noticed, the 
winter season is officially 
here and it has greeted us 
not-so-cordially with a win- 
ter storm for Christmas. 

Here are some interesting 
fun facts about the winter 
season: 

If you’ve ever wondered 
on what lucky group of peo- 
ple the most snow falls each 
year, we have the answer 
and it will probably sur- 
prise. No, the city is not in 
Montana or Colorado or 
anywhere in the U.S. And 
it’s not in Russia or China 
either. 

The city where the most 
snow falls each year is actu- 
ally in... Japan! 

Aamori City in northern 
Japan receives more snow- 
fall than any major city on 
the planet. Each year citi- 
zens are pummeled with 312

inches, or about 26 feet of 
snow on average. 

I guess being in Mis- 
saukee County in the win- 
ter isn’t so bad after all. 

Here in the U.S., the most 
snow ever recorded in a 24- 
hour period was at Silver 
Lake, Colorado way back in 
1921. A whopping 76 inches 
fell! You might say it was a 
golden day for skiers in Sil- 
ver Lake. The second-heavi- 
est snowfall in a 24-hour 
period was also recorded in 

Colorado, at Georgetown on 
Dec. 4, 1913. On that day, 63 
inches of the white stuff fell 
on the city. 

A single snow storm can 
drop up to 39 million tons of 
snow. I guess if you do any 
plowing, you’re probably 
not surprised at that total. 

The city of Bismarck, 
North Dakota is well-ac- 
quainted with winter snow. 
On Feb. 17, 2007, the stu- 
dents of Bismarck schools 
set a record when they 
joined forces to create 8,962 
snow angels at the same 
time. 

During winter, the earth 
in its orbit is actually closer 
to the sun, not farther away. 
The seasonal drop in tem- 
peratures has nothing to do 
with the distance of the 
sun. It is the earth’s tilting 
axis that causes the sea-

parents like it too. Chili 
with beans is also quite pop- 
ular along with different 
kinds of stew, especially 
beef stew. 

Not surprisingly, the 
most popular winter activi- 
ties are sledding and cross- 
country skiing. I’m 
guessing winter camping is 
far down on the list, though 
some people actually enjoy 
it. 

More than 22 millions 
tons of salt are used on U.S. 
roads each winter, amount- 
ing to about 137 pounds of 
salt per person! 

Did you know there’s a 
difference between freezing 
rain and sleet? They form in 
different ways, though both 
create hazardous road con- 
ditions. Both types of pre- 
cipitation occur when rain 
formed in warm air in the 

sky passes through a layer 
of cold air near the ground. 
Thicker layers of cold air 
create sleet, a slushy form 
of water that’s semi-frozen 
by the time it reaches the 
Earth. Thinner layers don’t 
give rain enough time to 
freeze until it hits the sur- 
face of the ground—it then 
forms a thin coat of ice 
wherever it lands. 

Wet snow is best for 
building a snowman, but 
you probably already knew 
that. Scientists say the best 
snow is a snow-to-water 
ratio of 5-to-1. 

The Southern Hemi- 
sphere typically has milder 
winters than the Northern 
Hemisphere. This is be- 
cause the Southern Hemi- 
sphere has less land anda 
more maritime climate. 

According to the Guin- 
ness World Records, on Jan- 
uary 28, 1887, a snowflake 15 
inches wide and 8 inches 
thick fell in Fort Keogh, 
Montana, making it the 
largest snowflake ever ob- 
served. 

The largest recorded 
snowman ever built was in 
Bethel, Maine, in February 
1999. The 1138-foot, 7-inch 
snowman broke the previ- 
ous record held by Yama- 


gata, Japan, at 96 feet and 7 
inches. 

Average snowflake falls 
at about 3 mph. All 
snowflakes have six sides. 

Millions of monarch but- 
terflies fly to Mexico for the 
winter. They are the only 
insect that migrates toa 
warmer climate that is 2,500 
miles away each year. Addi- 
tionally, they like to hiber- 
nate in the same trees every 
year 

The coldest winter on 
Earth occurs at the Polar 
Plateau in Antarctica. The 
average mean annual tem- 
perature is -72.9° Fahren- 
heit. That’s a lot colder than 
Lake City or McBain! 

There is an average of 105 
snow-producing storms in 
the United States in a typi- 
cal year. An average storm 
will last 2-5 days and carry 
snow to several states. 

Couples are more than 
twice as likely to think 
about splitting up between 
the year-end holidays and 
Valentine’s Day. The two 
major reasons are that 1) 
the holidays are stressful 
and 2) energy levels are 
lower during cold weather 
and people tend to be mood- 

ier. 

The word "solstice" 

means “sun stands still.” 

The most common birth- 
day in the United States is 
September 16, which means 
that most babies are con- 
ceived during the early win- 
ter holiday season. August 
has the lowest amount of 
conceptions. 

The Disney movie Frozen 
(2018) is the highest-gross- 
ing animated musical film 
of all time and the ninth 
highest-grossing film of all 
time with a worldwide box 
office gross of $1.097 billion. 

Sunsets are typically 
prettier in the winter. Cold, 
non-humid air is clearer 
than warm summer air, 
which allows the colors of 
the sun to shine through 
more clearly.

Teddy Roosevelt was in 
the White House and the 
American League of base- 
ball had joined the Major 
Leagues just the year be- 
fore. The Amercian Civil 
War had ended less than 40 
years earlier. There were 
144 miles of paved roads in 
the U.S. and 8,000 cars on 
the roads. The speed limit 
for autos was 10 mph. Only 
14 percent of U.S. house- 
holds had a bathtub and 8 
percent had telephones (no 
i-phones, though). 

The University of Michi- 
gan played football that year 
and fielded one of the most 
dominant teams ever to play 
on the gridiron. The Wolver- 
ines went 10-0 during the 
season before being invited 
to participate in what would 
later be known as the first 
Rose Bowl game in 
Pasadena. 

Michigan, the best team 
in the East, was to play 
Stanford, a dubious choice 
as the best team in the West, 
in what was billed as the 
“Tournament East-West 
football game.” The game 
was played in “Tournament 
Park” on a field 110 yards 
long with no end zones in 
front of a crowd of about 
8,000 seated in temporary 
bleachers constructed for 
the occasion. (For those who 
have been to the Rose Bow], 
the old Tournament Park 
site is about three miles 
southeast of the stadium.) 

Fielding H. Yost, the cele- 
brated coach of the Wolver- 
ines, had come from 
Stanford the year before and 
had been forced out after 
the school administration 
ruled that coaches had to be 
graduates of Stanford. So 
Yost, who had led Stanford 
to a 7-2-1 record in 1900 and 
outscored opponents by a 
whopping 154-20 margin, 
was out of a job. He landed 
on his feet in Ann Arbor, 
however. 

Yost’s previous associa- 
tion with Stanford — and 
perhaps his desire for re- 
venge against his former 
employer — helped in the ne- 
gotiations for the first-ever 
New Year’s Day football 
game. The Tournament of 
Roses parade had been an 
annual tradition in 


2022-23 


Pasadena since 1890 and or- 
ganizers were looking for 
ways to build on the popu- 
larity of the parade and 
bring in more tourists. The 
idea of an east-west football 
game had merit, the organ- 
izers believed, and so they 
contacted Yost to see if he’d 
be interested in bringing his 
boys to Pasadena to play 
Stanford. (The University of 
California had initially been 
approached to be the repre- 
sentative from the West but 
declined.) Tournament of 
Roses Association President 
James Wagner guaranteed 
$3,500 to cover the travel ex- 
penses of both teams. 


ILL-ADVISED MATCH-UP 


The first Tournament 
East-West game was cer- 
tainly one of historical sig- 
nificance, eventually 
spurring the tradition of 
New Year bow] games that 
continues to this day, but 
the game itself was a com- 
plete rout. Stanford came 
into the contest with a less- 
than-stellar 3-1-2 record, in- 
cluding a 2-0 loss to Cal in 
their annual rivalry game. 

Michigan, meanwhile, 
was unbeaten in 10 games 
and had not allowed a single 
point all season! Yost’s 
troops were so dominating, 
it was hard to pick what was 
better, the offense or the de- 
fense. 

The 1901 Wolverines were 
nicknamed the “Point-a- 
Minute” team. In an era 
when the forward pass was 
basically a myth, Michigan 
still averaged more than 50 
points per game. The 
Wolverines rolled into 
Pasadena having outscored 
their 10 opponents 501-0. 

The very first New Year’s 
Day football game was 
played by different rules. 
For one thing, a touchdown 
counted as five points, not 
six. A field goal also counted 
as five points and a conver- 
sion after a touchdown was 
one point. 

A team had to advance 
five yards in three downs to 
get a first down and forward 
passes were forbidden. The 
playing field, as previously 
mentioned, was 110 yards 
long with no end zones. 

The ill-advised match-up 
between mighty Michigan 
and Stanford had all the in- 
gredients of a gridiron train

wreck. And that’s what hap- 
pened on Jan. 1, 1902 in 
Pasadena. Yost’s Wolverines 
ran roughshod over Stan- 
ford from the start, pound- 
ing out a 49-0 victory. 

It was so bad, in fact, that 
Stanford captain Ralph 
Fisher requested the offi- 
cials stop the game with 
eight minutes left in the sec- 
ond half. Michigan captain 
Hugh White agreed to the 
early stoppage. 


SNOW POURS IN ON 


The score was only 17-0 at 
halftime but the visitors 
from Ann Arbor turned up 
the volume of the attack in 
the second half and Stan- 
ford was completely out- 
manned. 

Michigan running back 
Neil Snow scored five times 
on runs of 5, 2, 8, 17 and 4 
yards to lead the turf-pound- 
ing rushing assault. Snow’s 
five rushing touchdowns 
still stands as a Rose Bowl 
record after more than 120 
years. Snow was named the 
Most Valuable Player of the 
game many years later. 

Michigan’s 49 points is 
still tied for the most points 
scored in the history of the 
storied game and Michi- 
gan’s 503 yards rushing is 
still the most ever accumu- 
lated in the game. 

There were other Michi- 
gan heroes on the day aside 
from Snow. Everett Sweeley 
kicked field goals of 20 and 


21 yards, worth 10 points for 
the Wolverines, and Bruce 
Shorts made 4 of 7 extra- 
point attempts. Curtis Red- 
den scored on a 25-yard 
punt return and a 25-yard 
return of a fumble. 

Michigan, which finished 
with an 11-0 record anda 
point differential of 550-0, 
was the unquestioned na- 
tional champion of the 1901 
season. Stanford, after ab- 
sorbing such a fearful beat- 
ing from the monsters of 
the East, disbanded football 
and played rugby instead 
until 1917. 

The first-ever New Year’s 
Day football game in 
Pasadena was so lopsided, 
in fact, that the Tournament 
of Roses organizers opted 
not to do it again for 15 
years. In place of football, 
they held chariot races, os- 
trich races and other events 
designed to draw curious 
crowds. In 1916, the Tourna- 
ment East-West game was fi- 
nally held again at 
Tuornament Park, this time 
with Washington State play- 
ing Brown University. 

The east-west game be- 
came a New Year’s tradition 
after the 1916 game. It was 
played at Tournament Park 
until 1923 when the Rose 
Bowl stadium opened and 
the east-west game subse- 
quently took on that name. 


YOST LEGACY 


The rout of Stanford put 
an exclamation point to 
Michigan’s dominating 1901 
season and the school’s first 
national championship. And 
it marked the beginning of a 
notable reign for the leg- 
endary Yost, who went on to 
coach Michigan until 1923, 
and then again in 1925 and 
26. 

The Wolverines posted a 
165-29-10 record under Yost 
for a remarkable .833 win- 
ning percentage. They won 
six national championships 
with Yost on the sideline 
and 10 Big Ten champi- 
onships. They went 56 
straight games without a de- 
feat between 1901 and 1905, 
the only blemish being a tie 
with Minnesota in the game 
that established the Little 
Brown Jug rivalry, the old- 
est trophy rivalry in foot- 
ball. 

Michigan outscored its 
opponents 2,821 to 42 during 
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those five seasons of domi- 
nance and won the national 
championship each year. 
The streak finally ended 
when Michigan lost to the 
Chicago Maroons coached 
by Amos Alonzo Stagg at 
the end of the 1905 season. 

Yost, an innovator and 
creative thinker, invented 
the position of linebacker 
and impacted the sport of 
football in a number of 
other ways, including the 
creation of the first bowl 
game along with then-UM 
athletic director Charles 
Baird. 

After his coaching career 
ended, Yost became the 
Michigan Athletic Director 
and served in that capacity 
until 1940. Michigan Sta- 
dium was built and opened 
during Yost’s tenure along 
with the Yost Fieldhouse 
and the school’s golf course. 
Yost was elected to the Col- 
lege Football Hall of Fame 
in 1951. 


ROSE BOWL AFTERMATH 


After the 1902 pounding 
of Stanford, Michigan didn’t 
return to the Rose Bowl 
until 1948. The Wolverines 
played USC that January 1 
and won by a nearly identi- 
cal score of 48-0. That was 
also the first year that the 
Big Ten played the Pac-10 
champion, a tradition that 
would continue for more 
than 30 years. Michigan ap- 
peared 16 times in the Rose 
Bowl between 1948 and 2001 
and posted a 7-9 record. 
Only USC has more wins in 
the Rose Bow] (12) than the 
Wolverines. 

The team that Michigan 
played most frequently in 
the Rose Bow] was the Uni- 
versity of Washington. The 
teams met four times (1978, 
1981, 1992, 1993), with each 
getting two wins. Michigan’s 
overall record in the Rose 
Bowl is 8-12. 

Michigan made three 
straight appearances in the 
Rose Bow] (1977-79) under 
Bo Schembechler with Rick 
Leach at quarterback in 
each of those years. Leach 
went on to play 10 years of 
Major League baseball with 
the Tigers, Blue Jays, 
Rangers and Giants. 

The last time Michigan 
played in the Rose Bowl was 
Jan. 1, 2007 when Lloyd 
Carr was still at the helm. 


The Wolverines lost to USC 
32-18 that year. Michigan’s 
last victory in the Rose Bowl 
was on Jan. 1, 1998, also 
under Carr, a 21-16 decision 
over Washington State. 

Aside from the Rose Bowl, 
Michigan has played in the 
Citrus Bowl in Orlando five 
times, posting a 3-2 record. 
The Wolverines have also 
played in the Outback Bowl 
and the Orange Bow] four 
times each, but with a 1-3 
mark at each venue. The 
Wolverines have not ap- 
peared in any other bowl 
game more than two times 
to date. 


MICHIGAN POSTSEASON 
RECORD 


Counting the 34-11 loss to 
eventual national champion 
Georgia in last year’s Or- 
ange Bowl, Michigan’s over- 
all record in bowl games is 
21-28. The Wolverines’ re- 
cent record in bowl games is 
not very good, showing 
seven losses in the past 
eight games, including five 
in arow heading into this 
year’s New Year’s Eve date 
with TCU in the Fiesta 
Bowl. The winner of that 
one will vie for the national 
championship on Jan. 9 
against either defending 
champion Georgia or Ohio 
State. 

Jim Harbaugh won his 
first bowl game with the 
Wolverines, 41-7 over 
Florida in the Citrus Bowl 
on Jan. 1, 2016, but has lost 
five straight since, including 
the appearance in the Col- 
lege Football Playoff Na- 
tional Championship for the 
first time last year, losing in 
the semifinals to Georgia. 

This year marks the 50th 
time Michigan will appear 
in a bow] game and that 
number could jump to 51 de- 
pending on how No. 2 seed 
Michigan fares against No. 3 
seed TCU on New Year’s 
Eve. The national champi- 
onship game is scheduled 
for Monday, Jan. 9, at SoFi 
Stadium in Inglewood, Cali- 
fornia, where the Rams 
have their home games and 
last year’s Super Bowl was 
held. The other CFP semifi- 
nal game features No. 1 seed 
Georgia against No. 4 seed 
Ohio State in the Peach 
Bowl.

A high price conveys the 
message that the seller 
may not really be inter- 
ested in selling.
